Contending that proper lighting ‘s 
@ major consideration with more than 
56 per cent of office building tenants 
and is second in importance only to 
location, Lewis B. Emerling, execu- 
tive secretary of the National Ass- 
ciation of Building Owners and Man- 
j|agers is urging builders to devote 
greater attention to that feature of 
construction. 


A recently completed research, he 
points out, shows that more tenants

‘|}cific phase of this problem was 24. 
representing those who wished to be 
mear their clients. 

Questionnaires were filled out bv 
244 firms, engaged in many different 
businesses, according to Mr Emrriing, 
and all construction engineers, archi- 
tects and public-utility firms signi- 
fied their interest in lighting. Many 
architects suggest the conservation of 
all available light through carefully- 
worked-out floor plans and the use 
of. reflecting materials, such as glazed 
and light-colored terra cotta for ex- 
terior surfaces. This is declared 
be particularly important, not oniy 
in courts, “light wells” and ‘rear 
“wings,” where dull-colored or 
collecting surfacing has a tendency 
to absorb the. light before it has a 
chance to reach the lower offices, put 
also for the same reason in the fronts 
of buildings facing the street.

THE DETECTIVE STORY 
CHARACTERIZED 


If we are to understand the 
unique place held in moderm letters 


by the detective novel, we must first 


endeavor to determine its peculiar 


appeal; for this appeal is fundamen- 
tally unrelated to that of any other 
variety of fictional ent*rtainment. 
What, then, constitutes the hold that 
the detective novel has on all classes 
of people—-even those who would not 
stoop to read any other kind of 
“popular” fiction? Why do we find 
men like Woodrow Wilson, Roosevelt 
—college professors, statesmen, scien- 
tists, philosophers and other men 
concerned with the graver, more ad- 
vanced, more intellectual problems of 
life—passing by all other varieties 
of best-seller novels, and going to 
the detective story for diversion and 
relaxation? The answer, I believe, is 
simply this: The detective novel does 
not. fall under the head of fiction in 
the ordinary sense, but belongs rath- 
er in the category of riddles: it is, 


in fact, a complicated and extended 


puzzle cast in fictional form. Its 
widespread popularity and interest 
are due. at bottom and in essence, 
to the same factors that give pop- 
ularity and interest to the  cross- 
word puzzle. Indeed, the structure 
and mechanism of the 


are very similer. In each 
problem to be solved, and the so- 
lution depends wholly “on mental 
processes—on analysis, on the fit- 
ting together of apparently unre- 
lated parts on a knowledge of the 
ingredients, and, in some measure, 
Oo guessing.

“Yes,” re- 
plies Dr. H..B. Pierson, State entomologist, who has been making an 
intensive study of the insect world and who reports that a colony of 
ants climbed @ large tree and stripped an entire branch of its leaves 
in order that the sun might shine on their mound. Here is Dr. Pier-. 
son’s story, as told by himself. “One of their huge mounds, contain- 


‘Ing thousands of nests and millions of ants, was observed in a fairly 


open space, evidently having been built there to avoid the shade of 
near-by trees. The eggs of an ant require warmth for incubstion, 
and the sun’s rays, shining down onto the sand, of which the mounds 
are constructed, soon heat the mounds well into the inside area. We 
found that one big tree branch which grew out of this mound, and 
which, when covered with leaves, casts a shadow over a portion of the 


‘mound. had been entirely denuded of its leaves by the workers of the 


ant colony with the evident purpose in view of allowing the sun's 
rays again to reach the mound.” Many other instances of the sagac- 
ity of ants are given by Dr. Pierson, who has delved deeply into the 
subject. of ant habits and characteristics as evidenced in Maine.

So it is when a client 
‘announees brick as his first choice 
the architect immediately classifies 
him among those who desire perma- 
nence and comfort along with beauty, 
rather than the most for the least 
money. 

A house "of brick has many advan-

The first of these is durability. No 
“ other material in the house will out- 
live brick. Next should be mentioned 
its insulating value against heat and 
cold. Its depreciation is less than 
that of any other material; even less 
than some varieties of stone. The 
cost of painting a brick house is, of 
course, much less. 


VALUE HIGH 


If the house is built with the idea 
of sel’ng it later the resale value 
will be much greater than the added 
cost of brick over wood or stutco.

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Reducing the Heavy Toll of Rural Fires 


Seven Farm Houses a Month Raia in Los Angeles County—Bonfires 
Main Cause of Trouble, With Junk-filled Store-rooms Often to 
Blame-—Pennies Make Costly Fuses 
By JOHN ANSON FORD 


N AVERAGE of forty-nine peoplé are 
A burned to death in the United States 


every twenty-four hours. Gasoline 


‘ fires burned 960 persons to death in this 


country last-year. Five per cent of the death 
list is credited to fires on farms—over two 
a day. The property loss is tremendous 
and statistics show that ninety-six farm 
homes are destroyed daily in the United 
States. 


The average person reads these figures 
with more or less surprise and regret, but 
as he has read’ that Los Angeles county 
has the best equipped fire fighting depart- 
ment of any county in thé United States, 
he is apt to sit back in the calm assurance 
that the farmers of this county have no 
fire losses to speak of. And yet, while 
our percentage is lower than that of many 
others, the ranch homes of Los Angeles 
county are being consumed by fire at an 
average rate of about seven a month. Dur- 
ing the present year more than sixty farm 


homes have been burned, and we still 


~ have a month and a half to be heard from.” 


According to the officials of our county 
fire department, every one of these dis- 
asters was due to carelessness and could 
have been prevented by common precau- 
tions which were not observed and fol- 
lowed by the owners. 


- While the county has a fire fighting | 


_ equipment that is modern and effective | 


and while it is manned and conducted by 
skilled and experienced firemen, neverthe- 
less, the fighting of fires in the country 
peculiar difficulties not 
present in the city. This is due to imper- 
fect notifications and the great distances 
to be traversed. 

Because of this, the department through 
its Fire Prevention Bureau, is making an 
intelligent effort to reduce the fire losses 
outside the urban area by a campaign of 
education for the ranchers. This has been 
done by displays at county and sectional 
fairs, lectures before farm bureaus and 
other rural organizations and through the 
press. This educational program includes 
instruction in safety devices, safety prac- 


ticeg and the private ownership of simple . 


and always available apparatus to fight 
ranch fires. 
SOME PRECAUTIONS 


Most of the fires which have destroyed 
our country farm homes, the county fire de- 
partment officials say, were caused during 
the past year by open bonfires kindled near 
homes or other ranch buildings. Fiying 
sparks from these fires have lodged on 
roofs usually. The officials have issued a 
special warning to ranchers against open 
fires, and have urged the establishment 
of some of the standard incinerators in 
which trash and other waste materials may 
be burned without danger. Where an op- 
en fire seems absolutely necessary, there 
are several rules which should be followed: 

First, it should be placed at a safe dis- 
tance from all buildings; second, the space 
around it should be cleared of dry grass, 
weeds and other inflammable materials: 
third, it should be watched all the time, 
and means for extinguishing it promptly 
should be at hand; fourth, a bonfire should 
never be started on a windy day. 

Where the roofs of fa'm buildings are of 
wood, painting is advisable, but the county 
fire bureau officials believe that the use of 
wood for roofs is unwise, at least in South- 


The fire department is an advocate of 
good housekeeping. After the rancher has 
been convinced that open bonfires are dan- 
gerous a that roofs are the vulnerable 
places in the building's fire-armor, 
thing to do is to make the housekeeper real- 
ize that ethe attic, the basement and the 
store-room, so often filled wih old furni- 
ture, old clothes, boxes, papers and other 
miscellaneous junk that is useless but not 
thrown away, are really fire-traps where 
that mysterious enemy, Spontaneous Com- 
bustion ts apt to develop in oil mops and 
oil-soaked rags. These come next to open 
bonfires as ranch fire originators. Cleanli-

the catch-all rooms, will prevent a goed 
many of the sixty fires a year that we have 
been having on Los Angeles county farms. 
INVITING TROUBLE 

The rancher who tries to economize by 
doing his own electrical wiring generally 
invites a conflagration. Home-made wiring 
is generally very expensive in the long run. 

The county fire equipment has been called 
out scores of times in 1926 to extinguish 
blazes resulting from one practice which is 
common and always dangerous. This is 
the one of placing a penny behind a fuse 
plug when a fuse burns out. Quite often 
one burns and no more fuse wire is on 
hand. The penny brings on the lights and

power again, but it is a menace. Bits- of 
steel wool, broken light globes, copper wire 
and other materials have been found in the 
fuses when the investigation of a conflagra- 
tion is made. 


The fuse is a safety device, made to burn 


out quickly whenever the electric wires are 
overloaded. The overloading is’ sometimes 
caused by the use of electrical devices such 
as toasters, electric irons, vacuum cleaners 
and other connections. It is like trying to 


- force a large amount of water through a. 


small pipe, and if the pressure is great 
enough the pipe will burst at its weakest 
place. The fuse is the specially designed 
weak place to relieve the pressure. The 
penny does not burn out and so the burning 
takes place somewhere else, probably where 
the wire is directly against a wooden raft- 
er. Thus the fire is a result of a deliberate 
destruction of an important safety device 
of the electrical system.

- It’s Late, But Not Too Late, to Plant 
Winter Vegetables ~ 


By ROSS H. GAS T 


"HE trials and tribulations ofea golfer 
husband with a practical wife who 
insisted on his expending his surplus 

energy turning a vacant lot into a vegetable 
garden was related in these columns earlier 
in the year. The development of a garden 
started under duress, so to speak, and at 
the loss of many hours upon the links, was 
followed up to midsummer, and the purpose 
of this article is to tell why the story 


stopped so suddenly and to give a resume— 


of the season’s results. 

No, the golfer husband. did not get a re- 
prieve and spend his spare summer and 
fall months chasing the elusive par and 
birdie. The powers that control the perma- 
nence and stability of the writer’s source of 
income decided that he should go east for 
several weeks.’ This would have been fair 
enough to the new garden, but the wife de- 
cided that she would go east also. This 
trip took both supervisor and workman 
away from the garden, and on their return 
it had deteriorated considerably. Yet, the 
returns from the expenditures and activity 
were entirely worthwhile. » 


All through the spring, our sweet corn 
and root vegetables kept the table supplied, 
as did several successive plantings of 
string beans, mostly Kentucky Wonders. A 
patch of Ventura Wonder Wax, planted 
August 15, is now being cleaned up. Cu- 
cumbers on trellis supplied many good 
“cukes,” but the nematode dama the 
roots to such an extent that the vines did 
not produce a normal yield. Peppers fur- 
nished considerable fruits, and as this vege- 
table is very popular with us for many 
dishes, the good yield was gratefully ac- 
cepted. Zuchini, or Italian squash, gave 
prolific yields, and is still maturing some 
fruits. Several rows of tomatoes were 


for cutting material from which’ I will start 
the next season's plantings. Earlier pro- 
duction is secured in this way. 


GROW WHAT’S NEEDED 


After considering results obtained this 
year in my garden, my belief that it is most 
economical to grow only those vegetables 


which are best liked by the family and. 


therefore consumed in greatest quantities 
is materially strengthened. Of course, one 
who has plenty of time, and likes to experi- 
ment with and plant all kinds of vegefta- 
bles, can have a variety, but my angle on 
this home gardening business is, first, from 
a hard dollars-and-cents standpoint. The 
pleasure and exercise derived from it are 
secondary. We are very fond of sweet 
corn, string beans, tomatoes, peppers and 
all root crops and greens. We do not eat 
many potatoes, not because of the oft-re- 
peated fallacy that they are “fattening,” 

but just simply because we do not like 
them. So our space is largely given over 
to the above-named vegetables, planted so 
that we have them maturing in succession. 


Another point on which my opinion has 
been strengthened is in regard to the yel- 
low sweet corn varieties. White varieties, 
principally the Oregon Evergreen, have 
been the popular commercial sorts here for 
years, in fact, practically the only ones 
planted. For several years I have been 

planting yellow sweet corn—Golden Ban- 

tam—in my garden, for its flavor is far 
superior to that of the white corn. In the 
East, the several yellow varieties are plant- 
ed commercially, and bring a premium over 
white sorts. 

The yellow .sweet corn varieties are in 
many other ways superior to the white 
from the home garden angle. They usual 
ly are dwarf types, requiring less space. I

DON’T LOSE ANY TIME 


The best way to fight fires is to begin as 
soon as the fire does. Fire spreads so rap- 
idly that the sooner the remedy is applied, 
The fire de- 
partment is sometimes a long way off and 
it takes time to get word to it. So every 
ranch home should be equipped with at 
least one portable extinguisher. The use 
of the portable fire pump is also approved 
by the county fire department, especially 
where the ranch has a number of buildings 
to be protected. 


The fire equipment provided to protect 
the districts outside the metropolitan area 
in Los Angeles county numbers thirty-two 
pieces, including several 750-gallon pumping 
engines. One hundred and fifty uniformed 
men are always oh duty. However, the 
simple precautions. and equipment advo- 
cated by the fire protection bureau form a 


more important factor in reducing fire | 


losses to Los Angeles county farmers.

Lowe, who conducts a large chicken ranch 
one ahd a half miles north of this city. 

Seven years ago Mr. Lowe came to South- 
ern California and began farming in the San 
Fernando Valley. As he had taken a povl- 
try hasbandry course in the Western Wash- 
ington Experiment Station at Puyallup, 
Wash., he naturally turned his attention to 
the raising of chickens. 

Perhaps the outstanding feature of his 
poultry practice is culling. He culls every 
month in the year, believing that it is bet- 
ter to replace his flock gradually rather 
than all at once. He does no trapnesting, 
but uses males from trapnested, high-record 


dams. Retently Hewitt Brothers Hatchery 


of Van Nuys bought 150 White Leghorn 
ecockerels from the Puyallup Station, all 
from dams with records of 250 or more 
eggs and all of them to be used in mating 
up Mr. Lowe's flock. The Hewitt Hatchery 
handles all of the hatching eggs from the 
Lowe plant. 

The Lowe Poultry Ranch occupies thir- 
teen acres. A double-larding system is 
used, with a complete change of yards for 
the hens every month. Barley in winter 
and sudan grass and alfalfa in summer are 
used for green feed and 1000 pounds of 
greens are fed every day. The grain ra 
tion consists of corn and barley in equal

the place now. The heaviest culling is in 
May. This year the flock was cut down 
from 5000 on January 1 to 4000 four months 


later. The flock average last year was 180 


eggs per bird and Mr. Lowe believes the 
records for 1926 will be still higher. 

His brooder equipment is large, and he 
has four brooders capable of holding 12,000 
chicks. He is brooding 6000 baby White 
Leghorns this fall and expects to get 1000 
hens from each 2500 chicks. 

Mr. Lowe explains that his culling is very 
largely for vigor and vitality, and that he 
dépends largely on his cockerels from high 
production strains for bringing up egg pro- 
duction. He started with a limited capital 
and says the flock under his direction has 
built up the big plant, his modified Univer- 
sity-type laying houses and complete equip 
ment. He has an accurate accounting sys- 
tem, which he regards as a necessity. Two 
mem are employed in work on the place. 


| 
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Variety Is the Spice 
of His Life 


OWENSMOUTH.—Jacob B. Bassler came 
to Los Angeles from Lancaster, Pa., fourteen 
years ago and got work as a motorman on 
a streetcar. Later on he was thrown out of 
his job by a strike and took his family to 
Utah where he homesteaded on government 
land. He stayed until he had proved up 
on his land and then hied him back to Cali- 
fernia to make his home, and he expects to 
stay here for the rest of his life. 

About three years ago he visited the San 
Fernando Valley and settled near Owens 
mouth, where he started in the poultry 
business. He says that he is satisfied that 
aman can make a living for himself and 
his family in the poultry business, but that 
he cannot do it with too small a flock. He 
needs 800 hens at least, and from 1000 to 
1200 is better. With a flock of that size 
and with hard work he can make the living 
he seeks and a little more, Mr. Bassler 
thinks. 

He has 800 now and has accommo- 
dations for 1100. addition, he has reared 
a flock of fifty Ph turkeys which will be 
ready for the holiday trade.

Arcadia Plot 


ARCADIA,.—One of the most interesting 
orchard plantings of the Arcadia district is 
a plot of 140 Tamopan persimmon trees on 
Second avenue, this city, owned by H. Ce 
Joneson of 421 South Bixel avenue, Los An- 
geles.

This fact is said to be supported by David 
Fairchild, Explorer in Charge of the Plant 
Introduction Division of the United States 
Department of Agriculture, and a sciéntist 
who has taken a keen interest in the intro- 
duction of “plant immigrants” from other 
lands into California. 


Mr, Joneson’s trees are all six and seven 
years old and began to bear heavily in 1925, 
although there had been a “sprinkling” of 
fruit from the third year on. Last year, the 
owner says, it was necessary to prop 
of the branches. This year such a crop was 
sighted that Mr. Joneson had the trees all 
wire-braced. It was not enough. Props had 
to be set up some time before the crop be- 
gan to ripen in the latter part of October, 
so great was the amount of the luscious 
and highly ornamental orange-yellow fruit. 

The fruit is being sold through a leading 
Los Angeles grocery concern at two pounds 
for a quarter and is bringing seven and 
eight cents to the grocer, depending on size. 
Individual fruits run to almost a pound and 


= from that down to a quarter pound, the av* 


erage weight being “a half pound or bet- 
ter,” according to Mr. Joneson. Some of 
the larger ones are four inches across and 
over twelve inches around. 

Mr. Joneson believes that the fruit offers 
possibilities for Southern California grow- 
ers. It is more than a mere novelty, he says, 
having a nutritional value commending it 
highly to consumers. He expects to test 
the Tamopan thoroughly as to produc. 
tion, cultural methods and markets and 
says he anticipates a success with it that 


‘will lead to a considerable enlargement of

Subtropicals in San 
Diego County 


SAN DIEGO.—C. O. Nichols, an experi- 
menter with subtropical fruits in the El 
Cajon Valley, has several papaya trees 
grown from seed, the largest being about 
twelve feet tall. This odd tree grows as 
high as twenty-five teet in Hawaii. but the 
laws prevent the shipment of. 
the fruit to these shores. The fruit itself 
grows to a maximum length of about eight 
inches, and is hollow, with many round, 
rough seeds lining the cavity. The fruit 
turns a greenish yellow when ripe and the 
meat is a deep yellow. It is eaten as canta- 


- Joupes are, with a little salt, and the flavor 
‘is not describable, The papaya contains 


much pepsin. 

The trees have no branches ‘but the 
palmate leaves extend out on arms three or 
four feet long. The fruit grows directly out

Over 2400 boxes of grapefruit were 


germinated the seeds In a glass electrically 
heated house with the temperature regulat- 
ed by a thermostat. The papaya, he says, 
needs much water and fertilizer and the 
fruits must have shade while ripening. No 
pests or diseases have appeared so far. 


The Nichols establishment also boasts of 
some mango trees which came about four 
years ago from Honolulu. The fruit resem- 
bles an unhusked almond and attains a 
length of five inches. Cherimoyas are 
grown also. This fruit is subtropical but 


some endures more cool weather than the man- 


gos and papayas. In locations where 
frosts come they are deciduous, but in the 
El Cajon Valley they appear to be ever- 
green.

Hereafter at least 1 per cent of every for- 
eign shipment of red clover or alfalfa seed 
to the United States must be stafned a dis- 
tinctive color, so that the buyer shall be 
able to know that the seed comes from a 
foreign land. Whenever the Secretary of 
Agriculture decides that red clover or alfal- 
fa seed grown in any foreign country is not 


adapted to general agricultural use in the 
“United States, at least 10 per cent of each 


shipment must be stained red. 

Alfalfa seed grown in Africa and that pro- 
duced in Turkestan, Asia, has been found 
generally unsuited to regions producing the 
crop in the United States, so hereafter this 
provision will be enforced and all alfalfa 
seed coming from these sections will have 
to bear the telltale crimson stain on 10 per 
cent of the seeds; to show that our Secre- 
tary of Agriculture does not believe it well 
adapted to our conditions. 

The Gooding-Ketchum Act which is an 
amendment to the Federal Seed Act, gives 
the’ Secretary of Agriculture power to in- 


stitute legal action to seize seed in inter- 


state commerce which is _ wilfully 
branded or regarding which misleading 
statements have been made in labeling, in 
shipping notices or in advertising.

Los Aftigeles county 
dairymen abandoned their herds, 
parked théir milking stoole the 
barn, hung their buckets on. nails and 
turned Bossie out in the pasture. The an- 
nual “strike” was on. It was only a tempo- 
rary “walk-out” and not over hours of labor, 
long as these are. The occasion for the 
lay-off was Dairy Day. held this year at 
Hondo on the Los Angeles County Farm. 


The pow-wow was called by “Chief” 
Frank L. Pellissier, chairman of, the dairy 
department of the Los Angeles Count 
Farm Bureau. Speakers for the occasion 
were there to tell the world itn no uncer- 
tain terms of the standing and prestige now 
enjoyed by dairymen of Los Angeles coun- 
ty who are members of the largest cow- 


(caaeting association in the United States. 


¢. Castle, assistant Farm Adviser for 
Los Angeles county, laid some figures be- 
fore the visiting dairymen which proved the 
value of cow-testing work. According to 
Mr. Castle, there are now 7000 cows in the 
Los Angeles county Cow Testing Associa- 
tion, showing an average yield of approxi- 
mately 340 pounds of butter fat per cow in 
a year’s production. During the testing year 
just closed, he stated, 4730 cows which fin- 
ished the year’s work made an average of 
346 pounds of fat per cow. “Last year 3961 
cows averaged 325 pounds of fat, a differ- 
ence in favor of the current year’s group 
of-20.5 pounds per cow, or at prevailing 
prices of fat of 90 cents per pound, an in- 
creased income of $18.90 per cow, or more 
than $80,000 increase of revenue to the 
member dairymen. And all of this increase 
is directly traceable to cow-testing work, the 
elimination of boarder cows and the use of 
pure-bred sires from high-record dams. It 
certainly looks like good business judg- 
ment, especially when one considers the 
fact that the average production for all the 
dairy cows of this State is only about 220 
pounds of butter fat» 

In the course of his talk, Mr. Castle point- 
ed out certain instances where the use of 
good pure-bred bulls had increased the pro- 
duction of their daughters over the dams to 
a remarkable degree. In one case cited, @ 
the Adohr Stock Farms herd of Guernseys 
at Van Nuys, the good bull, Inspiration of 
Edgemoor, is credited with nine daughters 
that show an average increased production 
over their dams of 108 pounds of butter fat 
and almost 2000 pounds of milk in a year. 


welcomed, as were “the gallons and gallon« 
of ice cream furnished by the Crescent 
Creamery Company and the Los Angeles 
Creamery Company. This feast left the vis- 
itors in an excellent frame fo mind to sit 
and listen to the principal address of the 
day delivered hy Sam Greene, secretary of 
the California Dairy Council. After listen- 
ing to Mr. Greene it would hardly seem 
probable that any visiting dairyman would 
even dare to remain out of the cow testing 
association. 

The main event of the day came when 
Frank Pellissier presented scores of cups 
and ribbons won by member dairymen in 
the past season’s dairy cow competition, 
for high scoring individuals, groups and 
herds, the Farm and Orchard Magazine 
sweepstakes trophy, annually awarded to 
the highest scoring pure-bred herd of the 
county, was presented to the Pottenger San- 
atorium of Monrovia. A reproduction of the 
winning herd and the coveted trophy which 
it won appears on the cover page of this 
issue. This excellent herd of pure-bred Hol- 
steins made the remarkable average of 
558.8 pounds of butter fat per cow during 
the 1925-26 competition, and much. credit is 
due Manager Carl Williams for building it 
up to its present status. Incidentally it 
might be stated that when Mr. Williams 
took charge of the herd six years ago, the 
highest-record cow in the herd was realiz- 
ing about the average production of the en- 
tire herd of cows. Such an increase af- 
fords striking evidence of the value of the 
cow-testing association and the excellent 
work it is accomplishing in Los . Angeles 
county. 

More than 500 head of dairy cattle are 
entered in the Pacific Slope Dairy Show 
which opened yesterday at Oakland. This 
report coming from Robert E. Jones, mana- 
ger of the show, would seem to indicate 
that dairymen are lending their support to 
this big event to a greater degree than ev- 
er before.

Wal- 
lace Sullivan, county farm adviser, stated 
at the meeting that the herds of the county 
were pretty well supplied. with good pure- 
bred sires now, but that most of the owners 
did not keep yearly records... However, R. 
M. Fifcher, proprietor of the Post Card 
Ranch at Corcoran, had records which Iil- 
lustrated the value of the good bull. A 
cow bought in Wisconsin was bred to a 
pure-bred byll; in her first lactation period 
In 1917, produced 4530 pounds of milk and 
145 pounds of butter fat, and was sold to 
the butcher. Her heifer was bred to a pure- 
bred bull and produced 7123 pounds of milk 
and 257 pounds of butter fat In her first lac- 
tation period. This cow’s heifer calf 
produced during her (first lactation 
7683 pounds of milk and 298 pounds of 
fat, and her calf, sired by a _ pure-bred 
12,091 pounds of milk and 4t7 pounds of 
fat. This heifer’s first calf is by a pure- 
bred sire and is a promising looking heifer. 
This progression from 145 to 417 pounds of 
butter fat in four generations is proof.

ae he had accumulated a small fortune in 


Tbe: the family went traveling. They 
wandered through three States, but finally 
came back to McFarland, buying a forty- 
acre home place and later acquiring a 200- 
acre ranch adjoining. 

Mr. Heard’s principal crops now are cot- 
ton and Thompson seedless grapes. He 


has thirty-six acres of grapes on the home. 


ranch and forty more on the larger place. 
One hundred and thirty acres are in cotton. 

The common pruning method of most lo 
cal vineyardists is to leave but four: canes 
on the stalk, but Mr. Heard leaves six and 
says he gets a crop one-third larger as a 
result, with no diminution in the quality.

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Own Apples 


YUCAIPA.—Not everyone who srows 
apples does it successfully. It is not Mad- 
am Nature's fault,.for with proper care the 
trees thrive and are heavily hung with 
fruit, but many a grower finds to his sor- 
row that there’a more to apple growing 
than producing the fruit. Marketing, stor- 
ing, handling all have a vital part in the 
success of his enterprise and the best agri- 
culturists are not usually the cleverest 
salesmen, Hence the value the citrus 
growers have found in co-operating. 


According to G. W. Taylor, one of the suc- 
cessful apple growers of the Yucaipa region, 
the great need of the apple growing sec- 
tions is the co-operative cold-storage plant. 
He believes, too, that packing can be eéo- 
nomically and advantageously done by the 
grower himself. He points out that the 
time of harvesting the apple is very short, 
that sometimes it should be done in two 
weeks; that the packing-housés are crowd- 
ed beyond capacity, so that for the small 
grower it is disheartening and disastrous 
waiting for his turn, A vast. amount of 
time, he says, is lost just when time is of 
most value, “I have been up at two in the 
morning, off with my loaded truck at three. 
And then had to wait houfs and hours. Men 
coming at seven might find forty trucks 
ahead of them, and be told ‘nothing doing’ 
that day. But the co-operative storage 
plant, where, as fast as his fruit was 
packed, each grower could store and ar- 
range for marketing at his lefsure, is to 
my mind the nrost practical way out for 
the apple grower.” — 

_ “My storage in Ontario last year cost me 
_ $1000.” said Mr. lor, “so this -year I 
have my own storage plant.” 

Mr. Taylor’s storage~plant is interesting; 
it’s not refrigeration—it’s simply cool gstor- 
age. To an easterner it suggests the ice 
houses made on New England farms where 
ice harvested in the winter is successfully 
stored until needed. The storage house has 
three walls of concrete about twenty-five or 
thirty feet high. There is an air space be-. 
tween the top of the walls and the gable- 
roof. And the roof is double—a chamber 
between the two parts filled with straw 
which is kept wet. By an overhead pipe 
arrangement walls and roof are kept wet. 
The other wall is a burlap curtain wet by 
constantly dripping water. the air, passing 
through is cooled—a device used in the 
desert to make the house cooler, Between 
the walls of Mr. Taylor's storage plant and 
the outside sunshine is another wall about 
three feet distant, tall as his storage plant, 
but of lath, as if his storage house were 
built inside a slightly larger lathhouse. The 
air in the storage plant is always 21 de- 
grees cooler than outside. The apples keep 
better in the moist atmosphere than in a 
__very dry one. Mr, Taylor finds that it an- 

swers his purpose admirably—and the cost

Mr. Taylor has also his own packing 


plant, and ag fast as the boxes are packed 
they go into the agjoining storage plant, 
to be marketed when the rush of packing is 
past. He has his own label, markets his 
own fruit and sends the culls to be made 
into dried evaporated apples at a near-by 
packing plant. His eight acres have more

winter garden should have been planted a 
week or so before. However, the soil wos 
in good shape, and it took little time and 
effort to get enough root crops and lettuce 
planted for our winter needs. We still 
have some carrots, onions and beets left 
from summer plantings, but these will be 
gone soon, and we will be dependent on 
the vegetable stand for a few weeks before 
our recent plantings are ready. 


While plantings for winter use should

Applications can be made at intervals of 
every three weeks. 


Thin the carrots and beets to every inch 
and a half to two inches for the winter 
season, and lettuce to twenve inches apart. 
Keep down weeds and in all ways do a 
better job of gardening, for our slowest 
growing season is at hand. 

Cabbage and cauliflower should be forced 
along, too, with eommercfal fertilizer if the 
soil is not overly rich. Pests, such as aphis 
and cabbage worms, will, no doubt, attack 
the plantings, so the gardener should get 
his first-line defense organized. The Uni- 
versity of California has published a very 
complete handbook on pest control, which 
not only describes the common garden 
pests, but gives methods and formulas for 
control. Every gardener should have a 
copy. It is called “Plant Disease and Pest 
Control,” Circular 265, and cam be had by 
addressing the University of California, 
Berkeley, the Los Angeles County Farm 
Adviser, 230 Court street, Los Angeles, or 
the Agricultural Department, Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce. 

The gardener should also plan his’ plots 
for spring planting at this time. The writ- 
er has already set aside plots for sweet 
corn, summer squash, and string beans. 
These have been spaded and the garden ref- 
use, especially the dried bean straw, has 
been turned under... The winter rains will 
assist in the decomposition of this material 
and the soil will be in good shape for the 
spring. Planting plans should be drawn up 
now, too, so that in the spring the plant- 
ing ‘operations can progress in an orderly 
way.

The trees demand approximately the 
same treatment as other deciduous fruits. 
They are planted about twenty feet apart 
and cared for with ordinary orchard cul- 
tivation: While the young trees need the 
same amount of water as other deciduous 
trees of a corresponding age, the mature 
trees can stand drought much better. 

PROPAGATION METHODS 

Jujubes are grown from seeds, cuttings, 
buds, and grafts. Plants from seeds bear 
small fruits so that they are usually used 
to have other stock grafted upon them. The 
seeds are so hard that they are cracked 
before planting. Cuttings are made, not 
from the portions of the jujube above the 
ground, but from the lower ends of the 
roots of the steck plants from bench 
grafts. Budding has not been entirely sat- 
isfactory; the most important method of 
propagation is by grafting. Both bench 
and field grafting have been used success- 
fully. By this method the larger fruitings 
are grafted on the seedling stock.

The varieties of the Chinese Jujube are. 
not new in the United States or even in 


California. The first large-fruited varte- 
ties were collected by Frank N. Meyer, ag- 
ricultural explorer, in 1908 at Tsingtze, 
Shansi, China. However, Robert Chisolm 
of South Carolina introduced some plants in 
1837, and the Patent Office distributed seeds 
in 1854. Meyer, however, made the import- 
ant introductions. 

G. P. Rixtord is credited with having in- 


the kin so that the sugar syrup in which it 
is boiled can penetrate into the meat. It 
is boiled in the syrup several times, and 
then dried. When the fruit is to be left 
without sugar on the outside tM boiling 
syrup is diluted to its original volume be- 
fore the fruit is removed. If it is to be 
glaced with a sugar coating it is boiled the 
last time in the original syrup, much thick- 
ened. The most important operation is the 
scoring, which is dene with sharp blades. 
Without this the confection cannot be suc- 
cessful. 

These confections can be made from eith- 
er the fresh or dried fruit. The fruit is not 
eaten raw fresh, but has a verg pleasant 
flavor when dried on the trees. It is most 
often left on the trees a short time and then 
dried on trays for storing, after which it 
can be used in a number of other ways as 
well as being eaten as if it were a date. 

Jujubes may be used, as they are in oth- 
er countries, for preserves, pickles, and the 
like. The dried fruit is also used in cakes, 
puddings, and breads. There are recipes for 
jujube cake, cake filling, batter pudding, 
mock mince meat, fruit butter, and sweet 
pickles that are well worth trying.
